officers nnd tha managem ent of this corn 
pany on Ma eh 15» 
1 885 , and, if dimmed a 1 
visable, recommend such modiffcation of 
said agreem ent a>; m ight bo ju st to all con­ 
cerned. 
I note with pleasure your conclu­ 
sion, after an investigation, th at the agree­ 
m ent of March 15, 1885, hasl*?e» kept invio­ 
late by the Missouri Pacific Railway com­ 
pany, and th at the present strike could not 
have been, and was not, baaed on a violation, 
by the m anagem ent of this company, of the 
term s of said agreem ent 
I have carefully 
considend your recommendation th at 1 his 
agreem ent -which you concede t h » Missouri 
Pacific Railway company is no longer under 
any obligations to observe tow ard those of 
its employes who have abandoned its ser­ 
vice since the 5th day of M arch 188ff—should 
be restored and continued. 
On March 10, liSHrt, this company inserted 
in the newspapers on its lines und post »1 in 
public places on its property tho following 
advertisem ent: 
“Good an 1 competent mon will bo em­ 
ploy ed w ithout refereneo to their past or 
present relations with any society or or­ 
ganization, oi*m or secret, socular or other­ 
wise; such as are accepted will ba paid the 
rate of wages recommended by the govern­ 
ors and other state officials of Missouri and 
Kansas, when the troubles of March, 1885, 
were a b u tte d , the same as have been paid 
by this company since th a t date.” 
The above notice was designed as a con­ 
tinuance, so far as the rate of wages is co.i- 
comed, of the agreem ent of March 15, 1885, 
and is still in force, thus anticipating your 
recommendations which you make as to the 
am ount which employes should be paid. 
In addition to the foregoing action of this 
company which is in accord with your rec­ 
ommendations as to its wages, this company 
is further willing to pay to its employos a 
rate of wages eq ual to th a t now being paid 
by other ruilway companies in the same 
section of country. 
The further provisions 
of said agreement relative to a notice in case 
of a reduction of wages is not objectionable 
to this company, and will bo continued. 
Y our next mid final recommendation th at 
this company ro engage iu its service all of 
its old employes w ithout projudico to them 
on account of the existing strike, so fa r as 
the business of the company will justify 
their re employment, us acceptable to this 
company with this q ualification: the men 
who have been engaged under the advertise­ 
m ent of March H'th, 1880, will bo continued 
in our em ploym ent 
W a can not re-engugo or continue in our 
employ, any persons who have actually en­ 
gaged in the destruction or injury of this 
com pany’s proi>erty, or who have advisod 
such destruction or injury. 
Wo shall give 
preference to those of our lato employes who 
have familios an I who own homes on the 
lino of th » rood. 
It is to bo remembered 
th at the loss of traffic caused by the pres­ 
ent strike will, to a considerable extent, re­ 
duce the nocessity of employing os m any 
men in our shop« as he ret of ora 
Thanking you for tho consideration you 
have given tho subject, and trusting your 
action will result in an early resum ption of 
traffic, I am your exoellencies’ m ost obedi­ 
ent servant.

AN INVESTIGATOR'S CONCLUSIONS. 


P ublic 
llrief Sy no psis o f a Valuable 
Do cum ent. 


W ashington City, M arch 22.—The first 
annual report of C arrroll D. W right, com­ 
missioner of the bureau of labor, has been 
subm itted to the secretary of tho interior 
and will soon be printed. 
The report will 
m ake a volume of GOO pages containing facts, 
figures and logical deductions concerning in­ 
dustrial depressions and the labor q uestion, 
so novel on<| interesting, and a t times so 
startling, th a t it is safo to predict for the 
volume' wider reading and more discussion 
than is usually accorded to public docu­ 
ments. 
The 
report 
comprehends m ore 
than 40 industries, nearly 700 establishments 
and oyer 150,000 employee 
Mr. W right tiegun by saying th at the 
present industrial depression is uniq ue in 
the length of tim e it has lastxl. 
Dnring 
the year 1885 there were a t times 1,000,000 
men idle who would, under prosperous con­ 
ditions, have been a t work. 
This repre­ 
sented a loss to production of over $300,000,- 
ooo per year. 
Y et a curious fact is th at 
the volume of business was not crippled 
com paratively. 
The aggregate fatalities cf 
business failures in the country in 1881 was 
nearly double the aggregate for 1885. There 
has been a constant diminishing of the 
profits of busine» and a great lowering of 
wages along w ith falling prices. 
As to the causes of iudustrial depressions 
Mr. W right says the chief positive cause is 
a fall in prices, w hich causes an apprehen­ 
sion of loss. 
He then discusses the effect of 
m achienery on the 
industrial forpee of! a 
country. 
M achinery he 
say s, using the 
word in its largest and mo st co mprehensiv e 
sens?, has been m ost 
po tent in bring ing the 
mechanically producing 
natio ns of the wo rld 
to their peesant 
industrial po sitio n. 
The 
rapid development and ado ptio n o f machin- 
tu"v- Iju all tho a c t’vHjlea halaagfog 
te oro- 


dtft tion ana sransportatio*; nave brought 
w hat is commonly called overproduction 
so 
th a t 
m achinery 
and 
overpro­ 
duction 
are 
two 
causes 
so 
closely 
allied th a t it is q uite difficult to discuss the 
one w ithout taking the other into consider 
ation. 
That labor-saving m achinery, so 
called, but which more properly should bo 
called labor-making or labor assisting m a­ 
chinery, displaces labor tem porarily can not 
successfully lie denied. 
All men of sound 
minds adm it tho perm anent good effects of 
m achinery; but the perm anent good effects 
of it do not prevent tho tem porary displace­ 
m ent of labor, which displacement, so far os 
the labor displaced i* concerned, assists it 
crippling the consuming power of tho com 
m unitv. 
In those Gum trios where machinery has 


been developed to the hig hest, the greatest 
num ber of work people are engaged and in 
those countries where m achinery has lieen 
developed to little or no purpose poverty 
neigna, ignorance is the prevailing condition, 
and civilization , conseq uently far in the 
rear. 
And yet, he says, if the q uestion 
hould bo asked: has the wage-worker r o 
<*» ivod his eq uitable share of the benefits de­ 
rived from tho introduction of machinoy the 
answer m ust be, no. 
His greatest benefit 
has come through his being a consumer. 
Mr. W right thinks tho modern system of 
• to k * ompanien for carrying on great works 
has resulted in a reckless and abnorm al or­ 
ganization of capital and an ovor-consump- 
tion of m aterial, labor and capital, resulting 
again in over-production. 
He also argues 
against a fluctuating currency or a de­ 
crease in the purchasing power thereof, and 
is very explicit upon the em ploym ent of 
foreign contract labor. 
Indeed, he suggests 
the q uostion for consideration w hether fn» o 
im m igration has not a potent influence in 
Iu inking about the depressions, and gives 
figures to show th at large increases in immi 
gration havo boen followed by depression. 
Under the head “M anufacturing nations 
considered in a group in relation to the pres­ 
ent depression,” the commissioner 
says: 
The scale of wages in the countries named 
is according to the following order, the 
highest first: 
The United Htates, Groat 
Rritain, France, Belgium, Germany. 
It is 
difficult to connect commercial systems with 
the acalo of wages, and when the broad viow 
is taken th at each of these countries lias 
overstocked itself with m achinery and m an­ 
ufacturing plants fa r in excess of the wants 
of production, and when it is considered 
also th at the present period of industrial 
depression is uniq ue in its character, as not 
having l» oen attended with financial crises 
and panics, financial m atters having been 
only 
incidentally 
involved, 
and 
when 
it 
is 
considered 
further 
th a t 
the 
condition of these nations has been reached 
under both free trade and protective policies 
and under a wide range of tariff restric­ 
tions, it is readily seen th a t the ¿family of 
nations given to mechanical 
production 
have reached an epoch in their existence 
and th at commercial systems which m ight 
havo been a t ono time, or under some cir­ 
cumstances. necessities, are now apparently 
only exjiodiencies, to bo used tem porarily 
and not us perm anent features of national 
progress. 
H istorically, he says, it m ust t>o 
adm itted th a t the two great opposing sys­ 
tems of free trade and protection have 
played well their parts in the industrial de­ 
velopment of nations, but tho wisdom do 
rived from tho experience of all tho nations 
in the race for industrial success should 
b ach each th a t ultim ately thut system 
fr o s t from restrictions will beget generally 
the Ixjst conditions. 
The remedies suggested are: 
A halt in 
granting lands lo corporations; restriction 
of im m igration, and absolute prohibition of 
contract labor im m igration; laws to stop 
siMreulatian and allowing no organization 
to sell its stock until its capital stock 1ms 
boen paid for in cash; voluntary arb itra­ 
tion l*jtween em ployer and employe—courts 
of arbitration m ight be established by law 
for the settlem ent of disputes where both 
parties applied thereto; a dollar th at is of 
constant value—no inflation or contraction; 
better 
systems 
of 
distribution 
cf 
the 
products 
of 
labor; 
industrial 
co­ 
partnership, whereby labor receives a more 
liberal share for its skill, and capital is, 
where the plan has beeu tried, 
better 
rem unerated; complete organization of both 
labor and capital, because then the two 
forces will treat w ith each other through 
intelligent representatives, m aking an un­ 
derstanding more certain of being reached; 
and finally profit sharing which is sim ilar to 
industrial co partnership in its results. 
There is, the commissioner says, no con­ 
test between labor and capital, nor between 
the laborer and capitalist as such, but there 
is a contest between the latter as to the 
profits of capital and wages of labor, or, in 
simple term s, as to the profits each shall 
receive for his respective investm ent; and 
this contect will continue so long as the 
purely wage system lasts. 
I t is absurd to 
say th at the interests of capital and labor 
are identical 
They are no more identical 
than the interests of the buyer and seller. 
They are however reciprocal and the intelli­ 
gent comprehension of this reciprocal ele­ 
m ent can only be brought out into the full­ 
est play by the most complete organization, 
so th at each party shall feel th a t he is an 
integral part of the whole working establish­ 
m ent

day, who thereupo n becamo angry, and 
after a few wo rds and witho ut pro vo catio n 
drew a revo lver and sho t Steadmatj in the 
sto mach, the wo unded man dying sho rtly 
afterward. 
Anderso n mo unted a ho r.se and 
fled, but was fo llo wed by a small party o f 
men in charge o f Co nstable Parker, who 
pursued him twelve niilei so uth, and wo re 
rapidly gaining o n him. 
During the chase 
the murderer turned in his saddle, and with 
a repeating rifle sho t o ne o f his pursuers, 
Charles Jo hnso n, in the bead, killing him 
almo st instantly. 
H j then sho t ano ther 
man in the hip inflicting a fatal wo und. 
Co nstable Parker’s ho rse was sho t fro m un­ 
der him. 
The pursuing party, ho wever, 
kept up the chase, and co ntinued to gain o n 
him, being reinfo rced by o thers o n tlu way. 
Finally Jo huio n, seeing that capturo was 
inevitable if he co ntinued o n ho rseback, 
lumped fro m his ho rse and ran into a barn, 
Where held th 3 fo rt against the er tire party. 
It was tho ught he was wo unded befo re 
he so ught retreat in to e barn, as he had 
been 
tired a t 
by 
his 
pursuers, who 
were armed 
o nly 
revo lvers. 
The 
barn was surro unded by the j>arty, which 
by this time h a l increased to 
1(H) men. 
They fired into the barn with their re 
vo lvers, and their fire jvas vigo ro usly re­ 
turned. The firing back and fo rth was kept 
up till dark, when it was suggested th at the 
barn l>e filed, but no o ne ventured to carry 
o ut the suggestio n 
In the meantime thi 
sheriff at Tekamah wai sent fo r, and he 
so o n reinfo rced the party with a po sse o f 
ten men armed with Winchest *r rides 
It 
was co ncluded to carefully watch the burn 
all night, and ranew the assault in the 
mo rning. In the barn there were at » o ut a 
do zen ho rses and mules, and during the 
firing they kept up a fearful neighing and 
plunging, terrified by the repo rts and pro b­ 
ably wo unded by the sho ts. 
A dispatch fro m Oakland received here at 
4:8 0 Bunday afterno o n says the caged des­ 
perado is still ho lding the entire party at 
bay and is still defiant 
He has made ho les 
in the barn so that he co mmands every av­ 
enue o f appro ach. 
Supt McCabe, o f the 
Omaha and S t Paul railro ad, has sent an 
o rder fro m Omaha to send a special train to 
Tekamah fo r fifty mo re men, who are go ing, 
well armed, to assist in the seige. 
The peo * 
pie are determined to capture the villain, 
dead o r alive, but may have to burn ttyo 
barn befo re they can dislo dge him. 
The latest special fro m Oakland, receive! 
at Omaha Sunday night at 10 o ’clo ck, says 
an attem pt was made to enter the barn, but 
no so o ner did the assaulting party sho w 
itself than the desperado , who was o n the

, ANTIQUITIES FROM FLINT JACK. 


A Man W ho M ade H is L iving M anufactur* 
lu g A n cien t Urns and A rro w H eads. 
Flint Jack was bo rn in 1815 near Whitby, 
in Yo rkshire, England. 
His real nam ) ap­ 
pears to have been Edward Simpso n, tho ugh 
he went at o no time under the name o f 
Co ckney Bill, and is kno wn to fame chiefly 
thro ugh his explo its under the so briquet o f 
“Flint Jack.” 
So me o f his early years lie 
sjx'iit as servant o r assistant to a gentleman 
engaged in geo lo gical pursuits, and lie 
appears to have been kno wn at that time as 
“Fo ssil W illy.” 
While engaged in this ser­ 
vice he learned the value placed by co l 
lecto rs upo n relics o f ancient peo ple. 
In 
1M3 he saw a British flint arro w-head, and 
a successful attem pt to co py it seems to 
have been the turning-po int to his career. 
Fro m that time fo rth he never lo o ked fo r 
antiquities. 
To search fo r them invo lved 
arduo us labo r, o ften fruitlo ss; t > manufact­ 
ure them ho fo und to bo easy and certain. 
Bo he turned o ut arro w-heads, urns, beads, 
seals and antiques o f any kind which he 
co uld reaso nably expect to palm o!V as gen­ 
uine. 
He ro se abo ve arro w-heads and in­ 
dulged in ancient po ttery. 
Unco he sue- 
etedo d in selling a very curio us antique urn 
to a < o ili cto r. 
By so me mishap the urn 
was shattered and the fragments were given 
back to Jack to take away anti mend. 
In 
due time he bro ught back the urn m ale 
who le again. 
The purchaser afterward 
fo und that a po rtio n o f the bro ken urn I.ad 
no t been given t > Jack, 
lie was anut :< .1 
to disco ver m at no twithstanding this Jack 
had co mpletely resto red the urn. 
( » nee, it is related, he go t a large sum fo r 
an ancient 
b r e a s t -plate which he had fash­ 
io ned fro m an o ld tea-tray which he had 
picked up in his travels. 
Ano ther explo it 
was the pro ductio n o f a Ro man mill-sto ne 
at a time when such a relic w as sure to co m­ 
mand a go o d price. 
Then lie pro duced a 
sto ne fro m the bo tto m o f so me stream hav­ 
ing an o dd and antique lo o king inscriptio n. 
He used to bury his uutiquaries and bring 
them to the surface as o ccasio n aro se. Jack, 
when squarely co rnered wo uld admit that 
the article he o ffered fo r sale was o nly a 
‘ duplicate,” and then talk liis custo mer into 
buying it as a co py o f an antique. Latterly 
he freely admitted his frauds, and seemed 
quite pro ud o f his skill 
He was publicly 
intro duced a t a meeting o f geo lo gists in 
Lo ndo n in 1862, and gave an 
exhibitio n o f 
his skill in imitating flint o bject» —Dr. 
Charles Rau in W ashington Star.
